New City Water System 
First Of Kind In State 
Stands Test Of Deluge 

Spreading Grounds And Basin Erected To Help Solve Unem¬ 
ployment Problem At Cost Of $3,000 Will Save 200- 
Acre Feet Of Waste Water A Year— Only Half 
Finished At Present— 

Under natures severest test—a torrential 19-hour rainfall of 
3.53 inches, streaming down from the mountains, Sierra Madre’s 
new city-owned spreading ground, contrived to conserve its water 
supply, stood up with glorious honors during the deluge of last 
Sunday night and Monday. 

Although only half finished, the new six-acre plant accepted 
the naer flood, passing it through the successive basins, eliminating 
silt and contamination, sending it on for storage in Raymond basin, 
the reservoir provided by nature. 

Beginning Sunday night at 11 p.m. the year’s worst storm con¬ 
tinued until 6 p.m. on Monday. During that period 5.53 inches of 
rain was recorded at Mirra Monte, 3.33 at Orchard Camp, and 3.05 
at the spreading grounds. Every hour of that time City Manager

During the past

has been 14.1. Oil the ,120,000 oou 
acres in cultivation this increase 
would amount to almost a ha'f bil 
lion bushels more production than 
i the world standards of thirty y urs 
ago. In place o' dire distress due 
, to shortage, wo have had distress 
due to surplus. 

Wheat farmers have shown m 
great Inclination to curtail materi¬ 
ally their output; perhaps a 10% de 
cliue compared with 70% reduction 
in steel. This unwillingness, or per 
haps inability, to adjust production 
to current needs makes the problem 
all the harder to solve. 

Not only are we now growing 
more wheat per unit of land, hut 
acreage has been very greatly ex 
tended. In twenty years Canada 
has increased acreage 250%, Aus¬ 
tralia almost as much. Another 
significant fact Is the materially ler 
sened use of wheat. A much more 
diversified diet has developed. More 
vegetables amf fruits are used than 
formerly. The reduction of 1.2 
bushels consumed per person per 
annum since the last generation 
necessitates nearly 150,000,000 bush¬ 
els less wheat than was formerly re 
quired. 

Machines Increase Supply 

The factor that has exerted the most 
potent Influence In this rising 
world flood of grnin has been the 
rapid development of the machine. 
The old days of the cradle required 
from thirty to forty hours of hand 
labor to harvest an acre of grain. 
Then came the binder, which re¬ 
duced t)ie process to four or five 
hours per acre. Now the combine 
does the work in forty-five minutes 
per acre. 

Where it used to cost ten cents a 
bushel merely to thresh the grain, 
the modern combine cuts and 
threshes at a cost ranging from 8 
to 5 cents a bushel. With this re¬ 
duced cost of produ tion, the possi¬ 
bility of acreage cxpnnslon Is tre¬ 
mendous. Lanjs heretofore regard¬ 
ed as worthless except for grazing 
have recently come into competition 
with the older wheat belts. 

'Ihe Russian Effort 
Within the past two or three years 
another disturbing element has 
come into the picture.

GARDEN NOTES FOR 
JANUARY

Landscape Gardener 
The main pruning of the year 
is done at this time. A lot of 
common sense is needed when 
pruning or the tree will be, in¬ 
jured more than it is helped. In 
pruning deciduous fruit trees, the 
aim is to remove all weak and 
interfering growth branches and 
to shorten in last seasons growth 


before digging. Often when bulbs 
are allowed to bloom indoors, im¬ 
mediately after blooming, the 
water is removed and the plant is 
set aside to dry. The plant food 
contained in the leaves is not 
normally allowed to return to the 
roots, hence will not bloom the 
following season.

only enough to encourage fruit 
bud making. This would be about 
one-half of the past season's 
growth. In cutting out branches 
it should be done close to the 
stem or trunk so the would will 
heal over and quickly. The larger 
wounds should be painted over 
with tree-seal or wax. This will 
prevent rot in the wood. 

If you have not already 
pruned the roses, they 
should be pruned now. The best 
way to prune roses is to de¬ 
termine which is the last sea¬ 
son's growth and cut out every¬ 
thing else, as the blossoms are 
produced only on the new wood. 

Plants can be set now of Pan¬ 
sies, Snapdragons, Stocks, Rain¬ 
bow Asters, Violas, Penstemon, 

Columbine, Cinerarias, Primroses, 

Chinese Forgetmenots, Shasta 
Daisies, Gazanias, Colendulas and 
Verbenas. 

This is the season to plant new 
fruit trees and almost all orna¬ 
mentals. Everything should trans¬ 
plant perfectly this year because 
of the abundance of moisture in 
the ground. If we have a fairly 
warm winter from now on, prob¬ 
ably the new growth will start 
out early. 

Landscape architecture, the 
home in relation to its surround¬ 
ings, has become almost as im¬ 
portant as the construction of 
the house itself. It means that the 
house will be appropriately 
framed and attached to its sur¬ 
rounds by proper plantings. A 
majority of the existing homes 
were not so placed, so the task 
of the owner is to do the best 
ae can with the yard. 

If your grounds have been 
planted hit or miss, it is not too 
late to change it and get it into 
some order and there is no bet¬ 
ter time than right now to do 
this. 

A little patch of lawn in front 
of some shrubbery and flowers 
will act like a frame tc set the 
planting off.

Demand for relief, agricultural or 
otherwise, comes naturally from 
those who feel most keenly the im¬ 
pact of economic pressure. Those 
most affected fly quickly to govern¬ 
ment for aid. But too frequency 
agencies set in operation by govern¬ 
ments simply postpone inevitable 
readjustments. The basic laws of ; 
supply and demand have never * 
been permanently and successfully 
set aside. So in general govern- j 
mental intervention that artificially 
stimulates prices or even maintains 
them when the prevailing economic ! 
situation obviously shows that re¬ 
adjustments are inevitable are ex- j 
pedients that yield only temporary 
relief rather than permanent cure. 
Porous plasters may relieve pain 
for the moment but they rarely get 
at the seat of the real trouble.—H. 
L. Russell.

j week, stresses this point. An un¬ 
dernourished people, and especial¬ 
ly growing children, develop prob¬ 
lems of a very serious nature. W'e 
have soil here, the tools and the 
labor, and we can begin now to 
make provision for the future 
when there may be great need 
of the vegetables the people can 
obtain by their own endeavors.” 

In addition to the city farm 
the committee will distribute 
seeds and cuttings to those who 
have ground of their own, and 
who can cultivate their own truck 
gardens. The committee will un¬ 
dertake to provide advice and 
supervision to assure success in 
production. 

There are 132 cases on the

^ books of the relief committee at 
present. They all represent fami¬ 
lies, and many without adults 
able to work even if employment 
was available. In some there are 
five or six mouths to feed. Dur¬ 
ing the last 21 days there have 
been 27 applications for relief 
from transients. This number is 
far below the average of any 
other community, the reason 
being that the hobo element has 
received the wireless that relief 
here is given only In payment for 
work. When a transient applies 
in Sierra Madre he is assigned a 
two-hour job for which re re¬ 
ceives the equivilent of 70 cents 
in a merchandise or food order. 

The relief committee is work¬ 
ing out the details of a plan to 
provide work for skilled labor. It 
is pointed out that there are 
many home owners in Sierra 
Madre who would be willing to 
take advantage of the low cost 
of materials at present to make 
additions to or improvements on 
their homes if there was a re¬ 
adjustment in the cost of labor. 

The relief committee is in need 
of clothing, or anything “you can 
spare,” as the appeal puts It. 
There is a constant demand at 
headquarters. On example of how 
relief is administered is given in 
the instance of a man who needed 
a new suit of clothes. He found 
t there, and he went out and gave 
sufficient of his time and labor to 
pay for it. That is the price the 
committee exacts whenever it Is 
possible for those who receive aid 
to pay.
